Inci.sioiis  may  now  be  made  in  tlie 
bark  with  the  mallet  and  chisel,  com- 
mencini;  near  the  top  of  the  cleaned 
portion.  A  V-shaped  cut  is  made  in 
two  strokes.  The  object  to  be  aimed  at 
is  to  make  thti.se  cuts  to  such  a  depth 
as  just  not  to  reach  the  wood.  They 
should  stop  in  the  bark  close  to  the 
cambium,  as  the  vessels  which  contain 
the  rubljcr  occur  only  outside,  but  very 
close  to,  the  cambium.  If  the  cambium 
is  not  injured  the  wound  rapidly  heals, 
but  if  llic  cut  penetrates  this  layer, 
and  enters  the  wood,  the  healing;  of 
the  wound  is  much  slower,  and  at  the 
same  time  risk  is  run  of  introducing 
parasitic  fungi  into  the  wood,  which 
may  cause  much  damage-  Injury  to 
the  wood  also  causes  a  check  to  the 
upward  flow  of  sap,  and  tlius  to  the 
growth  of  the  tree.  Considerable 
practice  is  required  before  the  chisel 
can  be  habitually  driven  in  to  the  exact 
depth  necessary.  In  dealing  with  a 
number  of  trees  it  will  be  found  most 
economical  and  satisfactory  to  keep 
separate  coolies  for  each  of  the  various 
oi^erations  required,  as  they  all  need 
much  practice. 

As  soon  as  the  cut  is  made  the  white 
antl  \ery  sticky  milk  commences  to 
flow.  A  second  "V'-shaped  incision 
should  be  made  about  a  foot  below  the 
first,  and  others  at  similar  distances 
down  tti  the  gutter  at  the  base  of  the 
tree.  .Another  set  of  incisions  may 
then  tie  made  parallel  to  the  first,  at 
about  u*n  or  twelve  inches  from  them, 
and  other  vertical  rows  of  cuts  may  be 
made  without  .serious  injury. 
•■*  As  each  cut  is  made  the  milk  flowing 
from  the  cut  above  it  should  be  guided 
downwards    to    it    along    the    bark    by

The  average  yield  of  this  tree  from 
the  twelfth  to  the  twenty-first  year  is 
thus  almost  i  J/^  lb.   per  annum.     This 
result  is  very  good,   and   if  all  the  trees 
of  the  same  age  yielded  as  much  rub- 
ber, the  succ^iipf  the  cu]ti^■ation  would 
be  assured.    It^iould,  however,  be  not- 
ed that   the  girth  of  thi.s  tree  in    188S 
was  larger  than  the  mean  girth  of  tlie 
whole  plantation,   as  mentioned  above, 
in  1S97,  and  that  therefore  this  yield, 
if  tlie  tree  tapped  be  accepted  as  a  fair 
sample,  represents  rather  the  result  to 
be   expected   after    twenty     years,     by 
which   time  tlie  average  girth  of  the 
trees   should  be  equal  to  the  girth  of 
this   one   at  the  time   its  tapping   was 
commenced.     The  trees  in  question  are 
about  30  ft.  apart,  i.  e.,  50  trees  to  the 
acre.     These  data  thus  indicate  a  yield 
of  about  yo  lb.  of  rubber  per  acre  in  the 
twentieth  year,   a   result  insufficient  to 
make   it    worth    the    while   of    private 
planters  to  take   up  rubber  cultivation. 
It  seemed  probable  that  better  results 
might  be  obtained  by  tapping  younger 
and  smaller  trees  more  closely  planted, 
and  experiments  were  therefore  begun 
in  1896  on  a  younger  plantation  of  trees 
at   Heneratgoda.    The    mean  girth   in 
January,  1897,  taken  at  5  ft.

The 
whole  of  tlie  rubber  when  dry  is  now 
riMdy  for  market.  The  most  suitable 
times  of  the  day  and  of  the  year  for 
tapping  are  still  the  subject  of  experi- 
ment. The  most  satisfactory  results 
h.ive  on  the  whole  been  obtained  by 
tapiiing  in  the  drier  parts  of  the  two 
monsoons,  i.f.,  from  January  to  April 
and  in  August  and  September.  The 
tapping  should  be  done  on  drj'  days, 
otherwise  it  is  difficult  to  prevent  dilu- 
linn  of  the  milk  and  to. dry  the  rubber. 
The  tappings  may  follow  one  another 
at.  intervals  of  a  week  for  about  four  to 
ei'.,dit  weeks.  The  second  tapping  gives 
;\  much  larger  yield  than  the  first,  and 
tlu-  third  and  fourth  tappings  are  usual- 
h  very  productive.

No  record,  unfortunately,  was  kept 
of  the  date  when  this  plantation  was 
made.  It  is  probably  twelve  years  old 
at  least.  The  sandy  soil  at  Henerat- 
goda is  unfavourable  for  Para  rubber, 
and  in  better  soil  the  trees  would  prob- 
ably reach  this  mean  girth  in  ten  years 
or  even  less-  It  would  seem,  therefore, 
that  if  this  cultivation  is  taken  up  in 
favourable  localities,  a  yield  of  about 
120  to  1401b.  oi  rul)l)er  per  acre  may 
be  expected  after  the  tenth  year.

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This  represents  an  average  of  *R  40 
per  acre.  A  return  of  R4,2oo  is  estim- 
ated to  be  obtained  by  the  sale  of  timber 
and  firewood  from  the  land  cleared. 
This  should  suffice  to  erect  the  assis- 
tant's bungalow  and  leave  a  small  mar- 
gin for  contingencies. 

To  this  estimate  private  planters 
inust  add  the  cost  of  land  and  of  seed 
(about  R20  per  1,000).  These  items 
will  probably  bring  up  the  total  cost  for 
the  first  year  to  at  least  Rr25  per  acre. 
As  a  matter  of  fact,  300  acres  is  more 
than  can  be  opened  in  one  year,  as  the 
number  of  seeds  required  will  be  at 
least  160,000,  which  amounts  to  nearly 
two  years'  crop  of  the  trees  in  the 
Botanic  Gardens. 

For  the  second,  third,  and  fourth 
years  Mr.  Lewis  estimates  the  expen- 
diture on  weeding  and  supplying  at 
R12,  R8,  and  R5,  respectively.  Assum- 
ing that  the  expenditure  in  the  years 
following  is  at  the  rate  of  R5  per  acre, 
the  cost  of  the  plantation  up  to  and 
including  the  tenth  year,  might  work 
out  as  follows: —

RETURN. 

The  value  of  Para  rubber  in  the  Lon- 
don market  varies  between  two  and 
four  shillings  per  lb.  according  to  the 
quaUty  of  the  rubber  and  the  state  of 
the  market.  Of  the  rubber  which  has 
been  collected  in  the  Botanic  Gardens 
and  sent  home  for  valuation,  a  large 
proportion  has  been  valued  at  almost 
the  highest  market  price  then  ruling, 
but  a  considerable  proportion  of  the 
rubber  is  always  of  inferior  quality, 
being  mixed  with  particles  of  dirt.  If 
we  estimate  the  average  value  of  the 
crop  at  2S.  per  lb.,  and  the  yield  in  the 
tenth  year  at  100  lb.  only  per  acre,  the 
return  in  that  year  will  be  £io,  or  say 
R150  per  acre.  The  cost  of  harvesting 
should  not  be  more  than  R50  per  acre, 
including  carriage  to  London.  This 
leaves  a  margin  of  Rioo  per  acre,  rep- 
resenting a  return  of  27  per  cent,  upon 
the  original  outlay  ;  if  12  per  cent  be 
allowed  for  contingencies  and  the  usual 
vicissitudes  of  a  tropical  cultivation, 
there  remains  still  a  prospect  of  a  good 
return  on  the  capital  expended.

artificial  raising  of  the  price  of  the  ordinary 
necessaries  of  life  is  calculated  to  set  consmners 
to  work  to  abolish  the  middleman.  It  is,  in- 
deed, open  to  question  whether  the  comparative 
failure  of  co-operation  in  England  is  not  partly 
due  to  enormous  trade  done  by  this  nation  of 
shoplieepers,  and  the  fact  that  in  poor  tarilT- 
riddcn  Italy  there  are  at  present  1,013  flourish- 
ing co-operative  societies  is  full  of  significance 
to  the  student  of  social  economics.  It  is  also 
worth  recording  as  an  instance  of  ItalianstuiM- 
dity'tliat  our  consul  hints  at  the  abandonment 
of  Naples  as  a  port  of  call  by  the  Orient  comp- 
any. Brindisi  was  given  np  bj'  the  P.  and  0. 
company  partly  owing  to  the  impossibility  of 
getting  the  officials  to  listen  to  reason  as  reg- 
ards the  imijroveiiient  of  the  facilities  of  the 
port.  The  same  drawbacks  in  the  shape  of  i\ 
long  distance  between  the  station  and  the 
quiiy  exist  in  both  places,  and  what  willi 
ridiculous  custom-house  regulations  and  the 
cost  and  trouble  of  travelling  a  mile  on  a  tvig 
from  Ibe  quay  to  the  steamer,  it  would  not  be 
at  all  surprising  to  hear  that  the  Orient  line 
had  determined  to  call  in  future  only  at 
Marseilles. 

Our  consul  at  Rosario  is  of  opinion  that 
another  failure  of  the  crop  like  that  of  last  year 
would  probably  cause  a  general  connnerci^d 
catastrophe  and  seriously  impede  agriculture, 
and  he  reports  that  amongst  other  effects  of 
this  state  of  affairs  in  Argentina  is  an  almost 
entire  paralysation  of  the  import  trade.  Unlike 
the  reiKirt  from  the  Continent,  this  document 
from  Rosario  breathes  a  most  hopful  spirit,  and 
as  an  instance  of  the  healthy  activity  display- 
ed in  this  part  of  the  world  it  is  worth  men- 
tioning that  one  of  the  large  English  steamship 
companies  trading  to  Argentina  is  building  a 
special  class  of  light-draft  steamers  to  compete 
with  the  railways  which  at  present  convey  the 
cattle  from  Rosario  to  Buenos  Aires,  Our 
consul,  too,  sends  a  paragraph  home,  headed 
"Advice  to  Shipowners,"  which  is  well  worthy 
of  reproduction.     He  remarks  : 

11  Vessels  trading  to  Rosario  are  obliged  to 
discharge  all  cargo,  other  than  coal,  at  the 
wharf  of  the  national  government;  but  it  some- 
times happens,  when  the  river  is  low,  that  they 
are  unable  to  get  alongside  to  discharge  there, 
in  which  case  lighters  have  to  be  employed  to 
carry  the  mercliaiidise  to  the  said  wharf,  and 
as  it  sometimes  happens  that  disputes  arise 
between  the  consignees  of  the  cargo  and  the 
shipmaster  as  to  who  is  to  pay  the  lighterage, 
I  would  suggest  that  the  shipowner  protect  his 
interests  by  inserting  a  clause  in  the  contract 
of  carriage  clearly  defining  his  responsibility 
in  this  respect.)! 

This  is  the  kind  of  information  for  which  we 
should  naturally  look  from  our  officials  in  new 
countries  like  the  South  American  republics, 
and  it  is  even  more  satisfactory  to  read  that  in 
the  consul's  opinion,  notwithstanding  the  sev- 
ere check  which  has  been  given  to  the  trade  of 
the  country,  the  resources  and  possibilities  of 
the  land  must  restore  the  province  to  its  former 
prosperous  condition,  and  that  Argentina 
should  offer  a  good  field  for  the  judicious 
investment  of  British  capital.

CONTINENTAL  ANDSOVTH AMERI- 
CAN COMMERCE. 
Two  consular  reports,  which  have  just  been 
issued,  are  fairly  representative  of  the  official 
view  of  the  commercial  relationship  existing 
between  England  and  the  Continent,  and  En- 
ghnd  and  South  America.  The  representative 
at  Naples  rightly  points  out  that  one  very  real 
difficulty  experienced  by  British  traders  in 
Italy  is  the  puzzling  nature  of  the  tariffs,  "It 
requires  an  expert,"  he  says,  uto  decide  not 
only  to  what  category  a  particular  class  of 
goods  may  belong  but  to  what  category  it  may 
not  belong  when  official  ingenuity  has  been 
brought  to  bear  upon  its  classification. »  Thus 
it  is  that,  rather  than  go  through  the  costly 
and  uncertain  process  of  an  appeal  to  head- 
quarters, a  merchant  finds  he  has  either  to 
increase  his  prices  or  forego  his  own  profit, 
neither  of  which  alternative  is  calculated  to 
develope  enterprise.  People  who  deliKht  in 
pointing  out  that  other  countries  have  not  fol- 
lowed England's  lead  in  the  direction  of  free 
trade  are  generally  the  last  to  show  that  they 
fully  appreciate  the  fact  of  the  enormous  pre- 
ponclerance  of  trade  possessed  by  the  little  isle 
m  which  they  live,  and  yet  it^would  he  far  more 
logical  to  plead  that  we  owe  this  preponder- 
ance to  freedom  from  vexatious  tariff  restric- 
tions than  to  urge  the  persistence  of  other 
nations  in  sticking  to  protection  as  an  argu- 
ment against  free  and  unfettered  trade  policy. 
The  increase  of  co-operative  societies  in  Italy. 
as  recorded  by  the  consul,  does  not  seem  to

AN  ENGLfSH   SYNDICATE  IN 
VENEZUELA. 

Reuter's  correspondent  at  Caracas  writes 
under  date  February  9  as  follows  :— A  conces- 
sion, which  embraces  a.  vast  territory  known 
as  the  Venezuelan  Amazon  Territory,  has  been 
granted  to  a  powerful  English  syndicate.  The 
Venezuelan  government  has  granted  to  this 
company  almost  a  monopoly  of  the  navigation 
of  the  Orinoco  River  the  exploitation  of  the 
rubber,  and  also  a  vast  emigration  scheme.  I 
have  been  informed  from  good  authority  that 
the  same  company  is  trying  to  obtain  from  the 
Columbian  and  Brazilian  governments  a  simi- 
lar concession  for  the  Amazon  territory  belong- 
ing to  each  of  these  nations  and  touching  the 
Venezuelan  boundary.  The  country  is  very 
rich,  and  communicates  by  canals  or  rivers 
from  the  Orinoco  to  the  Amazon.  Two  nii.ss- 
ions  have  visited  this  country  for  this  syndi- 
cate, one  under  Professor  Bovalius,  of  the 
University  of  Upsala,  and  the  other  under 
Major  S.  Paterson,  of  the  Argyll  and  Suther- 
land Highlanders.  It  is  announced  from 
Ciudad  Bolivar  that  a  party  of  prominent 
English  visitors  have  passed  up  the  Orinoco  on 
board  the  steam  yacht  Apitrc,  on  their  way  to 
the  junction  of  the  Orinoco  and  Meta  rivers 
for  hunting  and  fishing.  They  will  be  back  in 
about  a  motA\x.—Einanciat  News,   March  15.

States.  The  first  republic  "has  a  giant's 
strength",  and  means  lo  i-.use  itasa  giaiitu;  and 
except  for  its  brusquer  diplomatic  methods, 
and  franker  cvaicism  regarding  the  rights  of 
others,  will  have  nothing  to  dLstiiiguish  it  in 
such  de.iHngs  from  the  most  primitive  of  Eu- 
ropean despt>usm3.  On  this  understanding 
you  have  answered  my  question,  but  not  on 
the  ground  on  which  I  put  it. 

My  own  belief  is  that  no  single  motive, 
common  to  all,  actu-ites  the  .Americans  who 
desire  -war.

With 
ihew  last  every  one  must  sympathise. 

It  is  asserted  on  the  part  of  the  States  that 
annexation  is  not  contemplated,  and  at  the 
same  time  that  recognition  of  Cuban  indepen- 
dence is  under  nocircumstancesto  be  conceded. 
N-evertheless  a  sUMc  government  is  to  be 
established.  This  points  to  effective  occupuion 
and  admini-'^t-ation.  in  some  form,  by  the  States;

practical  solution  possible.  Culw  belongs  to 
Spain,  no  doubt.

The  message  sent  to  the  congress  of 
the  United  States  on  Tuesday  last   by 
President  McKinley,  has  had  the   ellcct 
of  dearly  defining  his   position   in  the 
controversy  with  Spain.     As  we  antici- 
pated, the  issue  is  not  one  of  recognising 
the  Cuban  revolutionary   goveruinent, 
nor  of  annexation  ;    it  is   simply   a  de- 
mand that  a  sanguinary   and  fruitless 
•strtiggle  shall  be  brought  to  an  end. 
He  calls  attention  to  the  sacrifices  caus- 
ed to  Americans   by  this  war,  the  diffi- 
culties encountered  by  the  government 
in  maintaining  neutrality,  and  the  ter- 
rible impressions  caused  by  the  cruelties 
committed  by  Spaniards  in  their  efforts 
to  subdue  the  revolution.     The  suffer- 
ings caused  by  this  savage   war,    the 
terrible  lo,ss  of    life    to    noii-combatents 
by  the  cniel   «concentration»  policy  of 
Weyler,  and  the  countless  measures  of 
brutal  repression,  appeal  to  the  sympa- 
thies of  the  civilized  world  and  demand 
interference.     In  his  opinion  the  United 
States    can  no  longer  remain  a   silent 
spectator.     In  congress  there  has   been 
much  fruitless  debate,and  the  extremists 
are  apparently  seeking   to    dictate  the 
manner    in    which     intervention    shall 
be  made.  In  the  house,  the  message  has 
been  approved,  the  President  l)eing  left 
free  to  use  his  own  judgment  as    to  the 
policy    to  be     pursued.     The    senate, 
however,  wishes  to  do  more,    and  has 
added  to  this  approval,  a  formal  recogni- 
tion of  the  Ctiban  republic,  to  which  the 
President  objected.     Such  a  recognition 
by  congress  can  really  have  little  elTect, 
for    it  can  not  be   binding  upon    the 
executive.    This    morning's  telegrams 
state,    however,    that    the    house    has 
re-ected  the  senate  amendment  recognis- 
ing^ the  Cuban  republic.     The  next  day 
ortwo  will  probably  decide  tliequestion, 
and  then  we  shall   know  whether  Spain 
will  yield  to  the  demands  of  progress  and 
humanity,  or  whether   she  will   fight. 
The  United  States  has    decided  to  put  a 
.stop  to  further  butchery  in  Cuba,   and 
it  will  be  done. 


it  than  from  the  cultivation  of  some 
such  prodtict  as  coffee  or  sugar.  The 
production  of  foodstuffs,  especially  at 
the  present  moment,  would  have  a  two- 
fold beneficial  effect,  for  it  would  not 
only  give  employment  to  small  cultiva- 
tors and  cheapen  food,  but  it  would 
diminish  the  voliune  of  imports,  reduce 
the  balance  against  the  country  in  its 
international  trade,  and  thus  help  to 
improve  what  is  called  the  « exchange 
rate."  Thus  every  farmer  and  gardener 
will  be  contributing  his  mite  toward 
ellectiitg  a  result  by  natural  means, 
which  ministers  and  bankers  have  thus 
far  been  unable  to  influence.  It  is  after 
all  a  much  simpler  problem  than  most 
men  think,  and  it  is  influenced  very 
considerably  by  these  simple  matters  of 
food  production,  of  industrious  habits, 
of  per,sonal  initiative,  enterprise  and 
thrift,  and  of  the  retention  and  employ- 
ment of  profits  in  the  country.  The 
planter  who  resides  abroad  and  spends 
there  all  the  profits  of  his  estates,  is 
doing  his  country  no  good,  and  in 
critical  times  like  tho.se  through  which 
Brazil  is  now  passing,  he  is  certainly 
doing  the  country  an  injury.  It  should 
be  the  principal  concern  of  the  govern- 
ment and  of  the  planters,  therefore,  to 
promote  the  cultivation  of  a  wide  variety 
of  pr  )ducts,  especially  of  those  imported 
for  general  consumption.  It  should 
also  be  one  of  the  chief  concerns  of 
the  government  to  find  employment  for 
the  masses,  and  to  some  extent  garden- 
ing and  small  farming  will  accomplish 
this.  If  lower  rates  on  railways  and 
coasting  steamers  and  better  market 
regtilations  will  help  to  develop  such 
industries,  let  the  government  see  that 
such  reductions  are  made.  At  present 
everything  appears  to  be  against  them, 
for  transportation  rates  are  high,  the 
taxes  on  tho.se  who  .sell  such  products 
are  high,  and  the  markets  are  generally 
in  the  hands  of  monojwHsts  who  favor 
high  prices.  A  really  patriotic  move- 
ment wotild  be  that  of  cutting  up 
various  large  estates  into  small  holdings, 
selling  or  leasing  them  on  favorable 
terms  and  then  providing  cheap  trans- 
portation and  free  markets  for  their 
products.  It  would  very  soon  effect  a 
transformation  in  this  country  which  no 
one  dares  hope  for  under  present  con- 
ditions.

The  AVrc  York  Timeshas  lately  published 
a  sketch,  with  portrait,  of  Sr.  Eugenio  de 
Faria  Teixeira,  who  has  been  for  some  time 
figuring  in  tfew  York  as  a  Brazilian  nobleman 
and  muUi-miUionaire.  His  title  is  that  of 
Marcjuez  de  Aguia  Branca,  and  he  claims  to 
belong  to  the  old  Portuguese  nobility  of  Brazil, 
to  have  estates  in  Sao  Paulo,  Minas  Geracs, 
Bahiaf  etc.,  and  to  have  been  a  senator.  He 
says  he  is  a  monarchist,  and  was  driven  into 
exile  on  account  of  the  monarchist  revolution 
here.  All  this,  the  Times  will  permit  us  to 
say,  is  rank  bnmbug,  There  is  nosiicli  title 
here,  and  Eiugeiiio  Teixeira  never  was  a 
senator,  nor  deputy,  nor  public  ofiicial  of  any 
kind.  He  is  apparently  trading  upon  Ame- 
rican credulity. 


An  Italian  journal  //  Popolo  A'oinano,  has 
been  criticising  the  attitude  of  the  United  States 
toward  Spain— which  is  quite  in  order — and 
Kiys  that  in  case  of  an  unfavorable  result  for 
Spain  the  European  powers  will  intervene, 
which  will  take  the  form  of  a  naval  rtenionstra- 
lion.  This  is  rank  nonsense.  In  the  first  place, 
the  great  powers  will  not  unite  to  make  any  such 
demonstration,  for  Great  Britain  will  not  fonn 
a  part  of  it  ;  and  in  the  second  place,  such  a 
demonstration  would  be  something  quite  differ- 
ent from  wliat  these  powers  have  lately  been 
amusing  themselveswitli  in  the  ilediterranean. 
Tlie  United  States  would  never  submit  to  such 
an  intervention,  and  the  result  in  all  probability 
would  be  something  very  different  from  what 
they  are  accustomed  to.  Instead  of  meddling 
in  such  affairs,  Italy  would  do  well  to  stjend 
less  money  on  war  material  and  attend  more 
to  the  material  interests  of  her  peo])le.  While 
her  own  subjects  are  starving  and  are  sulTi'ring 
enormous  burdens  of  taxation,  Italy  might 
very  well  let  foreign  naval  demonstrations 
alone. 


CAPT.   r RAJ  A  NO  DE  CARVALHO. 
A  telegram  received   from   London   brings 
the  sad  news  of  the  death  of   Capt.   Triijano 
Aiiguslorle  Carvalho,  , 

The  gentleman  wlio  has  thus  died  in 
was  a  perfect  type  of  the  best  clas.>;  of  lira 
citizens.  He  was  born  in  Santa  Calharina  in 
iSioand  at  the  age  of  t8  came  to  Rio  de 
laneiro.  In  1865  he  went  to  Europe  for  the 
purpose  of  perfecting  himself  in  tlie  art  of 
ilii|)-buiUliiig.  for  which  he  had  displayed  a 
d^..L-ided  vocation.  At  the  end  of  four  years 
iK"  obtained  from  the  British  Admiralty  the 
diploma  of  naval  constructor.  U  was  while 
ill  London  that  he  l)ecame  acquainted  with 
Mr.,  nowSir,  Nathaniel  Bariiaby,  who  mms  .so 
iimcli  impressed  with  the  estimable  ijvialilies 
of  the  young  Hra?-.ilian  tliat  the  acquaintance 
ripene<l  into  a  lasting  friendship. 

Returning  lo  Brazil,  he  was  employed  finst 
at  the  navy-ynrd  at  Pernanibuco  and  after- 
wards at  that  of  Rio  de  Janeiro.  His  compe- 
tence won  for  him  a  well-deserved  reputation 
anil  finally  the  direction  of  the  workshops  of 
the  Rio  de  Janeiro  navy-yard  was  confided  to 
his  care.  He  invented  a  system  of  naval  con- 
struclion  by  which  have  been  built  not  only 
a  number  of  merchant  vessels,  but  also  several 
vessels  of  the  Brazilian  navy,  one  of  which 
was  christened  with  bis  name.  When  the 
corvette  Trajatio  was  launciied,  he  was  affec- 
ti  >nally  embraced  by  the  Emperor,  who  banded 
iiiiii  the  commission  of  honorary  captain  in 
the  Brazilian  navy.  At  that  time  honorary 
military  distinctions  had  not  been  cheapened 
by  the  indiscriminate  manner  in  which  they 
have  since  been  conferred. 

In  1894  Capt.  Trajano  de  Carvalho,  incurring 
the  suspicion  of  the  dictator  who  then  ruled 
Br.izil,  was  arbitrarily  arrested  and  thrust 
without  trial  into  a  convict  ]jri.son,  where,  in 
common  with  otlier  adversaries,  real  or  sup- 
posed, of  the  tyrannical  government  of  Marshal 
Ploriaiio  Peixoto,  he  was  subjected  to  the 
harshest  kind  of  treatment, 

When,  after  several  months'  incarceration, 
he  was  finally  released,  he  learned  that  two 
of  his  sons,  promising  young  officers  of  the 
navy,  had  been  ruthlessly  murdered  by  the 
dictator's  soldiers  in  Santa  Catharina  and  tliat 
hisotherson.a  naval  cadet,  had  been  wounded 
ill  tlie  fighting  in  this  harbor  and  was  then 
an  exile  in  Europe. 

Shortly  after  President  Prudente  de  Moraes 
took  office,  Capt.  Trajano  de  Carvalho  went 
to  biin  and  related  the  story  of  his  wrongs. 
It  is  said  that  in  this  interview  the  I'n-sideiit 
displayed  profound  emotion  and  solemnly 
promised  that  those  wrongs  sliould  be  redress- 
ed. It  seems,  however,  that  be  promised  more 
than  he  was  able  to  perform, _  for  not  only 
have  those  wrongs  remained  without  redre.ss, 
hut  others  have  since  been  added  to  them. 
In  March,  1S97,  a  band  of  malefactors,  evid- 
ently connected  with  those  who  murdered  Col. 
Geiitil  de  Castro,  went  to  Trajano's  bouse  for 
the  purpose  of  taking  his  life.  Fortunately  tbey 
did  not  succeed  in  finding  him,  and  Capt. 
Trajano  de  Carvalho,  perceiving  that  his  native 
land  had  hecome  an  unfit  re.siileiice  for  one  of 
its  most  useful  citizens,  secretly  took  pass;\ge 
for  Europe, 

He  did  not  long  survive  hiscx'ile.  .Mthough 
he  had  a  strong  constitution,  hisbe:d11i  had 
become  completely  broken  by  his  mental  and 
physical  sufferings.  I-ilcc  his  nil  fortunate 
country,  heisa  victim  of  the  present  ainiurmal 
state  of  affairs  which  has  bnnight  to  the  sur- 
face the  worst  elemeutu  of  BvLiziliaii  society. 

To  bis  mourning  family  whose  grief  we 
share  in  this  bereavemeut,  we  present  the 
assurances  of  our  most  earnest  symiialhy,

Provincial  Notes 


Our  advices  from  up  country  are  to 
the  effect  that  the  cultivation  of  food 
products  has  very  largely  increased  and 
that  an  increasing  interest  is  shown  by 
planters  generally  in  this  subject.  The 
sale  of  seeds  is  also  steadily  increasing, 
which  is  a  healthy  sign.  All  this  is 
highly  satisfactory.  There  may  be  less 
cash  profit  in  the  cultivation  of  most  of 
these  products,  but  the  country  at  large 
will  derive  a  much  greater  benefit  from 


IT  IS  to  be  feared  that  our  Sao  Paulo  corres- 
pondent has  been  wasting  his  logic  and 
imaginary  syllogisms.  We  did  not  seek  to  show 
that  there  is  "right  and  justice  "  in  American 
intervention  in  Cuban  affairs,  as  such  things  are 
understood  in  enlightened,  law-abiding  com- 
munities. We  sought  to  imply  that  the  motive 
was  probably  very  much  the  same  as  that 
which  governed  various  European  powers 
under  similar  circunistanccs  —  that  of  self- 
interest.

— Week  before  last,  the  typesetters  em- 
ployed in  the  newspaper  oflices  at  Pard  made  a 
successful  strike  for  higher  wages. 

—  The  iiiiiiister  of  finance  has  conceded 
exemption  from  import  duties  for  two  barrack 
wards  imported  from  Europe  for  the  lazaretto 
at  Ilha  Grande. 

—From  1852  the  hydraulic  works  of  the 
Rio  custom  lionse  have  cost  the  aggregate  of 
12,717,4951961,  while  the  edifices  and  other 
internal  works  have  cost,  since  1S55,  a  total 
of  6,975,0351741. 

—  The  advance  in  the  price  of  ParA  rubber 
in  the  United  States  is  causing  anxiety  anionjr 
manufacturers,  who  are  finding  it  difficult  to 
increase  tlieir  prices  on  manufactured  goods  in 
the  siune  proportion. 

—  The  minster  of  finance  has  declined  to 
grant  exemption  from  import  duties  for  one 
of  the  public  buildings  of  the  state  of  Minas 
Geraes,  on  the  ground  that  the  budget  of  last 
year  does  not  authorize  such  concession, 

—  The  Companhia  Edificndora  gave  a  public 
exhibition  on  Sunday  last  of  some  railway  cars 
constructed  at  its  workshops  in  the  Quinta  do 
Cajti,  in  this  city.  We  are  indebted  to  the 
company  for  the  com'teous  invitation  sent  to 
this  oftice. 

—  The  late  Mr.  Charles  Lea  (of  the  firm  of 
Lea  &  Perrins,  makers  of  the  celebrated  'Wor- 
cestershire Sauce,"  left  a  personal  estate  of 
^  1,070,391,  and  real  estate  valued  at  /"  29,432. 
This  was  the  result  of  judicious  advertising, 
To  most  people  the  niaimfacture  and  sale  of  a 
.sance  would  not  nie;yi  much  of  a  fortune,  but 
in  his  hands  it  meant  a  large  one. 

—  At  the  74th  anmial  meeting  of  the  Man- 
chester Fire  Assurance  Co.,  held,  on  the  5th 
inst.,the  directors  rcconmiended  a  dividend 
for  the  year,  inchuHug  the  interim  dividend 
paid,  of  15  per  cent,  The  net  balance  from 
the  company's  business  last  year  was  ^86,113, 
and  from  its  American  branch  £17,101.  The 
capital  accounts  and  reserve  funds  now  stand 
at/ 801,891, 

—  The  Joma/  do  /Irazi!  says  that  it  was 
informed  on  Friday  of  two  more  Iiou,ses,  both 
of  tliein  long-established,  respectable  and 
important,  that  have  been  obliged  by  financial 
difficulties  to  attempt  to  make  some  agreement 
in  regard  to  their  affairs.  Oneof  them,  it  says, 
has  asked  for  a  nioratorimn,  promising  to  pay 
in  full  within  a  given  time.  Another  has 
offered  its  creditors  30  per  cent  in  cash. 

—On  March  5th  the  municipality  signed  a 
contract  with  Srs.  Geo.  Sanville  &  Co.  (the 
firm  consisting  of  Sr.  Geo,  Sanville  and  Dr. 
Manoel  L,avrador)  for  the  service  of  street 
cleaning.  On  the  13th  the  said  contract  vas 
transferred  to  Srs.  H.  A  Araujo  S;  Co.,  the 
firm  being  composed  of  Srs.  Henrique  Alves 
de  Araujo  and  Hii?.  Jos<^  de  Mattos,  the  latter 
being  manager  and  responsible  partner. 

—  The  loss  of  Earbosa,  Freitas  &  Co.,  who 
occupied  building  No.  74,  adjoining  the  Casa 
Colombo,  is  estimated  at  40,000^.  Tliat  of  the 
glove  factory  across  tl^e  street  is  estimated  at 
5,oooS.  It  was  customary  at  the  Casa  Colombo, 
it  is  slated,  to  extiugiiisli  the  kitchen  fire  at 
7:30  p.  m.  every  day  ;  but  if  is  supposed  that 
on  this  occasion  it  was  left  burning  and  that  it 
communicated  in  some  way  with  a  combustible 
part  of  the  buildiug. 

— Counterfeit  100$  notes  of  the  Eanco  da 
Republica  dos  Estados  Unidos  do  Brazil,  ist 
estiinipa,  1st  serie,  have  made  their  appear- 
ance in  Sao  Paulo,  where  so  nuicli  consider- 
ation is  shown  to  crimes  of  this  description. 
The  notes  are  said  to  be  well  executed,  and 
are  well  calculated  to  deceive.  The  paper  is 
liarder  than  the  genuine,  however,  the  ink 
used  for  the  nundjers  is  dull,  and  the  backs 
are  not  printed  clearly. 

—  Complaints  continue  in  Sao  Paulo  of  the 
arbitrary  methods  employed  by  the  gas  com- 
pany in  dealing  with  consumers.  On  the 
slightest  provocation  the  company  proceeds  to 
cut  off  the  gas,  thinking  of  course  that  the 
consumer  will  have  to  come  to  terms.  The 
latter,  howe,ver,  should  promptly  resort  to  the 
use  of  kerosene.  If  this  were  generally  done, 
the  gas  companies  would  be  less  exacting,  and 
more  anxious  to  please  customers. 

—  A  telegram  has  been  received  from  the 
head  office  of  the  London  ami  Brazilian  Bank 
Ltd.,  that  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent,  per  annum 
has  been  declared.  In  view  of  the  deprecia- 
tion of  the  capital  employed  in  Brazil,  which 
at  the  current  rate  of  exchange  amounts  to 
£  i87,ocx),  the  annual  bonus  has  not  been 
recommended.  The  amount  of  j^' 40.000  has 
been  carried  forward  in  excess  of  that  required 
to  cover  the  depreciation  above  mentioned. 

—The  half  yearly  report  of  the  Bahia  and 
San  Francisco  Railway  Co.  Ld.  shows  that  the 
total  receipts  for  the  half-year  ending  3i,st 
December  last  were /"i34,443  45  6rf,  of  which 
^'2,796  3s  lod  were  brought  forward  and 
^63,000  were  from  guaranteed  interest.  The 
expenditure  in  Baliia  and  London  amounted 
to  ;(^92,27o  9^  Hrf,  leaving  a  balance  of  /*44,i72 
145  io£^  out  of  which  a  dividend  at  the  rate 
of  5  pet  cent  per  annum  is  declared.  The  new 
tariffs  went  into  effect  in  March  and  protluced 
a  large  increase  in  revenue.  For  the  Timb6 
branch  the  receipts  were  ^17,416  05  jrf,  of 
which  /8,943  155  were  from  guaranteed  inter- 
est. The  expenditure  was  /i3,366  6.v  31/.  and 
a  dividend  of  3  per  cent  per  annum  was 
declared. 


—  Mr.  Aronson,  the  well-known  oculist's 
optician,  will  give  free  considlations,  for  the 
next  six  days  for  the  examination  and  Adapting 
necessary  lenses  for  the  eyes,  from  S.^-^o  lo  \  i 
a.  m.  and  3  to  5  p.  m.,  at  Hotel  Victoria,  Rua 
do  Caltete  184,  Room  No.  6. 

—  The  delays  in  distributing  the  mails  are 
becoming  most  discreditable  to  the  postofiice. 
It  is  not  for  lack  of  men,  for  the  place  is  alive 
with  them.  They  are  in  each  other's  way. 
The  difficulty  lies  in  a  lack  of  discipline,  and 
a  general  indisposition  to  do  a  good  day's 
work. 

—  In  an  article  in  the  Diario  da  Bahia  Dr, 
Domingos  Carlos  suggests  that  exporters  of 
merchandise  to  Brazil  from  foreign  countries 
shall  berccpdrcd  to  take  the  respective  invoices 
to  the  Brazilian  consulates  for  the  purpo.se  of 
being  vised,  paying  on  this  occasion  too/oof 
the  amount  of  such  invoices,  with  which  they 
will  be  credited  in  the  payment  of  duties  at 
Brazilian  ports.  The  result  of  this  measure 
will  be,  he  thinks,  lo  furnish  to  the  govern- 
ment all  the  gold  it  requires  without  affecting 
the  exchange  market  and  to  contribute  at  tlie 
same  time  towards  the  repression  ot  smuggling. 
How  about  the  remittances  from  herein  ad 
vancc  to  cover  this  exaction?  Will  that  not 
affect  exchange  ?  Or  does  Sr.  Doniingos  think 
that  the  foreign  shipper  will  be  willing  to 
advance  the  money  ? 

^The  delegado  of  the  3rd  police  district 
seems  to  be  engaged  in  a  decidedly  queer 
business.  According  (o  complaints  published 
in  the  Jonial  do  Coiniiii'irio  he  imposes  fines 
illegally  and  then  refuses  to  give  receipts  for 
them.  The  agent  of  the  prefecture  also  pub- 
lishes a  statement  that  he  fined  a  certain  Doni- 
ingos Carruncho  500S  for  leaving  a  hundred 
casks  in  the  street  after  having  neen  ordered 
to  remove  them.  When  he  was  embarking 
the  casks  the  police  then  pounced  upon  him 
and  the  aforesaid  deleg;ulo  findcd  him  i,oaj$. 
Carrnncho  complained  that  lie  had  iu.st  paid 
500$  fine,  and  then  the  delegado  reduced  his 
own  fine  to  the  same  figure,  plus  32I  for  some 
other  object,  which  the  victim  had  to  pay. 
On  the  following  Monday  he  went  to  the 
delegado  for  a  receipt,  and  was  locked  up  for 
his  temerity.  Is  there  no  legal  check  on 
such  abuses  ? 

—  The  official  registry  reports  the  following 
entries  of  establishments  for  the  manufacture 
and  sale  of  tobacco  during  the  last  quarter  ;

year,  and  _^r, 255 profit  oninvestnieuls,  making 
altogether  /■46,i75,  After  making  provision 
for  interest,  redemptions,  income-tax,  and 
other  charges  again.st  net  revenue,  and  deduct- 
ing the  interim  dividend  on  preferred  shares 
paid  October  14,  1S97,  there  remains  (with  the 
amount  brought  forward  from  the  previous 
year)  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  this  account  of 
2'9,722.  The  directors  reconnnend  that  a 
dividend  of  13s.  per  preferred  share  (less  in- 
come-tax) be  declared  for  the  second  half  of 
the  year,  making,  with  the  interim  dividend 
already  paid,  a  dividend  of  iSs,,  or  4|i  per 
cent.,  for  the  year  1897.

—  On  and  after  Julv  1st  next  the  10^5  tiotes 
of  the  5th  and  6th  estanipa  will  lie  subject  lo 
discount,  which  will  be  2  per  cent  the  first 
quarter,  4  per  cent  the  second,  6  per  cent  the 
third,  and  so  on  until  their  value  disappears. 

—The  municipal  council  of  Pelropolis  open- 
ed subscriptions  on  the  i2tli  inst.  for  a  loan  of 
520,0005  in  apolices  of  200$,  at  7  per  cent 
interest  and  2  per  cent,  amortization  per 
annum.  The  issue  was  at  90.  The  loan  will 
run  20  yen  rs,  if  not  redeemed  earlier,  and  its 
product  will  he  applied  to  sanitary  and  public 
works,  roads,  bridges  and  the  various  debts  of 
the  municipal  council. 

—  To-day  at  midday  the  proper  government 
treasury  officials  will  he  jircsi'nt  at  an  inspec- 
tion in  the  Caixa  da  .'\n10rtiza9r\0  of  i  ,35-l.9^5 
treasury  notes  of  various  issues  and  denomina- 
liniis,  nominally  valued  at  5,3^<.l,ir«i5ooo,  which 
have  been  sulislitulcd  bv  new  issnes.  At  the 
,s;nne  time  th.-re  win  be' confined  142,161  1/2 
notes  of  various  issue  binks,  nnniinally  valued 
at  9,090,4655000,  which  have  been  substituted 
by  treasury  notes,  Alt  these  notes  ire  to  be 
burned  on  the  20th  inst,  in  the  custom-house 
engine  room. 

— From  Brazil  no  news  have  been  reeeivrd 
giving  even  the  semblance  of  an  iin|irovcmeiit, 
h'xchaiige  continues  to  fall  slowly,  increiising 
the  crisis  and  acct'iUuating  tlu'  charges  nn 
the  treasury.  This,  it  would  iij^pcar,  has  decid- 
ed the  sale  to  the  r^iited  Suites,  for  the  sum 
of  about  /■500,ooo,  of  two  warships,  whose 
acquisition  is  one  of  the  causes  of  the  deficit 
which  the  government  is  powerless  to  over- 
come. If  the  disposition  of  those  instruments 
of  destruction  in  ordertomeet  its  engagements, 
is  a  praiseworthy  act,  it  is  an  example  which 
other  countries  would  do  well  to  imitate,  but 
it  denotes  a  very  critical  situation,— -vlA'w/A'vn' 
ties  fntcrils MiUh-iels,  Brussels,  March  24.

—  We  do  not  hear  of  any  measure  as  vet  to 
replace  the  dirty  and  ragged  curreiiev  now  in 
circulation.  Why  not  arrange  with  the  banks 
and  public  departments  to  "replace  all  such 
notes  received  ? 

—  The  state  of  Aniazonas  expends  179.7665- 
243  a  year  on  57  retired  officials.  This  is 
becoming  a  serious  abuse.  No  man  under  50 
years  of  age,  or  say  60,  should  he  retired  or 
pensioned,  unless  actually  incapacitateil.  It 
is  absurd  for  men  under  40  years  of  age  to  be 
retired  on  pensions. 

—  A  telegram  of  the  15th  inst.  from  Curityba 
says  that  the  Banco  Uniao  de  S.  Paulo  "has 
protested  against  the  failure  of  the  state 
government  of  ParanAtomake  the  last  four 
payments  due  on  account  of  the  principal  and 
int'erestof  its  debt.  This  debt,  with  the  cleficits 
of  the  last  two  years,  amounts,  savs  the 
telegram,  to  about  5,000,0005.  Tliis  will  be 
startling  news  to  M.  Coudreau,  who  included 
ParauA  in  his  list  of  progressive  states.
